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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Brown et al. (GB 2330471 A). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 10-12, Brown discloses a 
holographic display comprising, a coherent light source (38 of 
Figure 8), an electrically addressable spatial light modulator 
(18 of Fig. 4) in the path of light source, an optically 
addressable spatial light modulator (24 of Fig. 3), and a light 
guiding means (28 and 22 of Fig. 4) arranged to guide light from 
the EASLM to each of a set of tiled regions of an ESALM 
projection surface, wherein the EASLM are arranged to be driven 
in turn by a sequence of sub-holograms (line 1 to line 3 of Page 
8) which together form a complete holographic image frame, and 
the light guiding means is arranged to be synchronized with the 
tile update of the ESLM such that in use the sub-holograms are 
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mapped onto respective tiles of the OASLM (line 7 of page 7 to 
line 18 of Page 8; claim 1) . 

Regarding claim 3, Brown discloses the light guiding means 
comprising an array of controlled shutters/ being controlled 
such that only that shutter, which is aligned with a tiled 
region of the EASLM projection surface associated with a given 
sub-hologram is open when the EASLM is being driven by that sub 
hologram (claim 3) . 

Regarding claims 4 and 5, Brown discloses an array of 
lenses disposed at or near the EASLM projection surface (22 of 
Fig. 6) . 

Regarding claims 6 and 8, Brown discloses the light source 
comprising an array of light sources disposed behind the 
replicating optics (se Fig. 2 and Fig. 3). 

Regarding claim 9, Brown discloses the baffles being 
positioned in an intermediate image plane so that light 
associated with the d.c. spot and conjugate image is blocked 
(see Fig. 6) .
